INTERVIEW WITH F, X. O'DONNELL 



Mr. O'Donnell has known the Applicant about four years, 
strictly in a business way, in which he has gleaned some knowledge of 
the Applicants private life. Apparently, it is entirely based on 
Mr. C'Donnell's general impression and hearsay. 

The Applicant, Mr. O'Donnell states, is about thirty- 
one years of age. He believes that he is a graduate of some small 
up-state college, probably Hamilton - not sure of this at all. He 
also believes he is a graduate of Columbia Law School; is equally unsure 
of this. Is positive that he is a practicing lawyer at 120 Broadway, 
in conjunction with some other attorneys, names of whom he does not 
remember. The Applicant's father is a political leader up-state. 
The informant has never met him, gained his knowledge of him purely 
from hearsay. 

The Applicant has one sister, married, and one brother; 
but this, again, is only the informant's general impression, not at all 
sure. The informant believes the Applicant to be married three or 
four years. Again, he is characteristically uncertain. He does not 
know whether he has or has not any children. He is definite in his 
opinion regarding the Applicant's general reputation, which he believes 
to be good. He believes the Applicant to be a substantial, conservative, 
generally sensible sort of individual. He believes he is mentally 
alert, and in his profession is quite capable - at least, in a general 
way. He has no knowledge concerning any special abilities of the 
Applicant. He believes the Applicant to be still suffering from certain 
collegiate delusions - not excessively, however. His whole family apparent 
ly have enjoyed a general reputation that is good. Morally, the informant 
states that he believes the Applicant to be sound, temperate, and a man of 
steady habits. He has acquired this impression from some social inter- 
course with him, nothing habitual in this line. His physical condition, to 
the best of the informants knowledge, is apparently O.K. He is about 
thirty-one years of age, to the best of his ability to judge, and about 
five feet, ten inches, wears glasses when reading, is not sure whether or 
not he has any church affiliations, but suspects that he has. This infor- 
mant seems to base his opinions on impressions as an ordinary observer and 
not from any intimate study or knowledge of the Applicant.

I was interviewed this morning in the lobby of the 
Commodore Hotel by the above named Applicant relative to my supposed 
knowledge of an individual by the name of Joseph Cramer, who was supposed, 
likewise, to be an Applicant for a position in this Department* 

My first impressions of Applicant Dodd would be summarized 
in the statement that he makes a good appearance, has an easy approach, 
and gave only slight indications of self-consciousness or nervousness. 
I would consider that he was more than reasonably composed, to the point 
that the purpose of his interview was holding his attention more closely 
than the surrounding circumstances attendant upon it. His questions were 
well phrased, very much to the point, and covered, in a satisfactory man- 
ner, an inquiry which would have, for it§ purpose, the development of a 
prospective Applicants personal and business history. He asked specifical- 
ly concerning the Applicant's personal reputation and character, concern- 
ing his early life, his family connections, the reputation of the vari- 
ous members of Applicant's family and their business connections and ac- 
tivities. He asked as to Applicants schooling, the identity of the 
colleges attended by him, his fraternal and social activities, as to 
whether the writer's dealings with Applicant had been intimate socially 
or whether they had been restricted to just business dealings had with 
him. In a sense, Mr. Dodd covered the ground, leading to the develop- 
ment of a fairly complete analysis of the so-called "Applicant" in what 
the writer would describe as a very satisfactory manner. He was at no 
time hurried in his endeavor to bring the interview to a conclusion and 
gave every indication of a really painstaking effort, on his part, to fully 
complete his task. He made no notes of any type during the interview, ap- 
parently being willing to depend upon his memory to later fully report the 
interview. 

The only exception the writer would make to the previously 
mentioned estimate of the completeness of Mr. Dodd's interview would be 
that he might have asked a few additional questions to develop information 
relative to the writer's knowledge of the so-called "Applicant* s" particu- 
lar field of activity in his practice of law, although he probably felt 
that he had satisfied himself on this point through other questions rela- 
tive to the degree to which the writer had been identified with the so-called 
"Applicant" in a business way* 



I have had read to me the stenographic notes made of Mr. Dodd* 



dictation upon his return to this office, and I would say that 
he has reported his interview with me very completely and fairly*.

With the View Of promoting health and efficiency and Of minimizing accidents among Federal employees, the heads 
of the several executive departments and independent establishments having a medical personnel are directed to make 
such physical examinations of applicants for and employees in the Federal classified service as may be requested by the 
Civil Service Commission or its authorised representatives. 

This order will supplement the Executive orders of May 29 and June 18, 1923 (Executive order September 4, 1924).

According to information received from the Secretary 
of the school, applicant completed his first year of 
academic work with a general average of 82$, receiving 
only one failure in elementary Greek. The Secretary 
advised applicant was a young man of excellent 
character and habits and he was happy to recommend 
him for the position in the Division. Applicant does 
not mention this schooling. 

The records of the College, according to the Assistant 
to the Registrar, show applicant entered in February, 
1928 and not 1926, as stated in the application; 
that he took a course in Philosophy and pre-legal 
training and received below average grades, failing 
in eight subjects. 

Dean Clark stated applicant went in very heavily for 
politics at about the time of the recent presidential 
campaign and neglected his studies; that it was 
doubtful whether he would graduate; that applicant 
was active in the Yale Democratic Club; made numerous 
speeches throughout the State for the regular Democratic 
Organization; had been given employment at the school 
as a telephone operator but had to forfeit this job 
because of his outside activities; and during the three 
years made a general average of 66$ plus. Dean Clark 
stated further that applicant had the making of a good 
lawyer but not a brilliant lawyer. Rev. Kavanah, 
Professor of Economics, stated in May, 1930, in a report 
on the applicant, that he was courteous, capable, and 
at all times on the alert and endowed with rare good 
judgment and common sense. The records of the law 
school further show applicant failed to pass the 
Connecticut State Bar Examination in June, 1933.

Stated he does not think applicant works very ;. 
hard or that he has very much native ability; 
that he impressed him as a very nice young man 
and there was never any question about his 
honesty; that he had a very fine character and 
enjoyed a good reputation; and that his marks 
were too low to permit him to qualify for the 
board of the Law Journal.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR • 




Reference is made to the report of Sp ecial Agent T. J. Dodd in the 
case entitled A. ji. WESTON, Applicant - Special Agent. 

Agent Dodd interviewed the undersigned on Friday, October 6th, the 
interview lasting 15 to SO minutes. The questions asked were those which 
brought out the infomation set out in the report* Agent made a good en- 
trance, appeared entirely at ease throughout the interview and was courteous 
and tactful at all times* It will be observed that no questions were asked 
regarding the type of practice in which applicant -'./eston was engaged* 
Furthermore, there were no questions asked regarding individuals who might 
know him better than I did although there were two definite occasions on 
which leads were given him in this connection. One of these he sets out in 
the first sentence of his report in which he advises that I met applicant 
through a mutual friend. I informed Agent that this mutual friend was well 
acquainted with an uncle of the applicant. *No questions were asked about 
the use of intoxicating liquors by informed Agent that applicant 

did not show a strong competitive spirit in athletics. He did not, however, 
follow up this statement with any questions, the aim of which might have been 
to determine whether this was indicative of a lack of initiative or energy 
on the part of applicant Weston. It is believed that this should have been 
followed with further questions. 

I informed Agent Dodd that applicant's older brother became 
mentally unbalanced shortly before his death a year or two ago. This is re- 
flected in the report. However, Agent failed to make any farther inquiries 
as to whether any other members of the family were in any way mentally un- 
balanced or whether there were any mental peculiarities in the makeup of ap- 
pli cant. 

It is believed that Agent should be graded as above average 
on his interview and the report thereof.

| Dodd is somewhat slow in his work and seems to have some 

I difficulty in setting forth the results of his investigations^ in logical 
|sequence. His dictation is fair. He has a habit of letting his voice 
die out at the end of a sentence. It is believed, however, that these 
faults will be corrected as this agent readily accepts criticism, and I 
believe is ^honestly endeavoring to correct the above faults. 

This agent has a good educational background* He is thorough 
in his investigations, and has recently submitted the initial report in 
a bankruptcy case, in which he demonstrated that he' is aware of the es- 
sentials necessary in that type of a violation. Likewise, he has very 
successfully handled a theft from interstate shipment case in which he 
recovered quite a quantity of stolen merchandise and in which complaints 
have now been filed against seven individuals* 

Dodd presents a good appearance, is neat, and leaves a good 
impression with peace officers and others with whom he comes in contact.

Agent Dodd, likewise , stated that he talked with the 
Attorney General about a year ago and the Attorney General informed 
him p personally* that he believed it would be a splendid experience 
for Dodd to become a Special Agent in the Division for about a year: 
as it should afford him splendid experience* 

Agent Dodd stated that he had, recently, been offered

formed me that in MroLad<l*s thirty day report on Agent Dodd at St .Louis 
he had expressed a similar opinion and that Mr e Ladd and I, in a recent 
conversation* had been very much pleased to express our mutual opinion 
that Agent Dodd's services had made both of us n eat dirt" as we both 
now had a complete reversal of opinion concerning him and his ability <, 
I informed Agent Dodd of two particularly meritorious pieces of work, 
one the location of Dr 0 Clayton EoMay and Mrs e Salt, and the second the 
location of Joseph Bennett, after another agent had failed to locate 
him 0 This seemed to please Mr 0 Dodd very much and he stated that he 
had wondered if, in fact, his work was attracting favorable attention 
but, of course, he was pleased with the accomplishments which he had 
fortunately been able to obtain in the abo^re cited instances but he 
had judged that in our routine work it had escaped our attention© I 
informed Mr .Dodd. that although I had not submitted any written reports 
on the Special Agents 9 since my arrival here, that I planned to do so 
upon my return to Washington and that I hadi personally, talked to 
the Director by telephone concerning Agent Doddl's work 0 This seemed 



to please him very much also and he stated that he recalled that 
while in the training school I had info mad the class that if they 
had anything of any sort on their chest they should go to their 
superiors and discuss it on a manly basis with them rather than to 
engage in any expressions of discontent among the subordinates and 
since he had, recently, married and had, in fact, married within 
the past thirty days, he had been thinking more seriously about his 
status and felt that some definite decision or, at least, inquiries 
should be made* 

Supplementing my conversation with igent Dodd, I desire 
to inform the Division that I have been highly pleased with the in-* 
vestigative performances of this agent since my arrival here. He is 
a hard worker; is an employee that has independent judgment and ini- 
tiative; he is very resourceful; has been one of the few employees 
of the office who have been able to develop any confidential under- 
world contacts and informants, and I frankly consider him the equal 
of any investigator now assigned to the St .Paul Office in spite of 
his comparatively limited time in the service* He has made some 
splendid detailed invest igat ions * He has an interest that is intense , 
and I feel that his action in ooming. to ms is representative of the 
rather manly and loyal attitude that this employee has towards the . \ 
organization* 

I don*t know what his decision will b)e, eventually, 
although he indicated that he probably would continue with the ser- 
vice in view of the relief which my talk with him had given to his 
many moments of anxiety concerning his status. Agent Dodd, recently, 
appeared on the stand as a witness in the case against FRECHETTE, 
DRoMAY, and MRSo' SALT, and his testimony was entirely without prejudice 
or bias; his tone was conversational; his manner was that of helpfulness 
towards the jury.; and he made a splendid impression both upon the jury 
and the spectators* I would suggest that, in view of the valuable ser*» 
vice that this employee has rendered that, if occasion arises whereby 
an opportunity for demonstration of any latent administrative ability 
may be afforded him, it be accorded him* I am inclined to believe 
that he would respond in a satisfactory manner to the additional re*» 



sponsibility which might he placed upon him* I felt that it was proper 
to acquaint Agent Dodd with the opinion which I had of his services at 
the present time as an aid to him in reaching a decision as to his plans 
for the future* I did not urge him to stay in the service and told him 
that his decision was, naturally, one that was personal* But I felt 
that he was entitled to have my personal pbservations of his work, re- 
cently* 

Mr,Dodd, incidentally, remarked that both my observations 
of him during the training school and Mp 0 Ladd r s thirty day report on him 
even if unfavorable, were undoubtedly justified as he recalls that his 
father was ill at the time; that he had to make a trip or two to the bed- 
side of his father and he was considerably worried and didn*t seem to 
be able to get into the spirit of things until recent opportunities had 
been afforded him to demonstrate his ability in a broader way©

This Special Agent is presently assigned to the 
special assignments, i.e. the Bremer and Dillinger cases. 

I consider him in spite of his comparatively short 
tenure in office an excellent Special Agent. He is a good 
investigatory he keeps his feet on the ground; he is resource- 
ful, a quality lacking in so many average Agents. He is per- 
sistent, he makes an excellent impression as a witness. On 
important phases of a case when other Agents have failed, I 
have re-assigned the case to Agent Dodd who obtained the de- 
sired results. He is good at interviewing subjects. He has 
a/^ack of obtaining their confidence. He is tactful and diplo- 
matic and I believe he is inclined to move about in a fairly 
deliberate manner but I believe that he is entitled to a 
status of excellent.

On the afternoon of August 9, 1934, Special 
Agent T. J. Dodd of this office informed the writer that approxi- 
mately ten days ago he had written a personal letter to the 
Director requesting a temporary transfer to the New York Office 
in view of the ill health of his father.

Please be informed that Mr. McMahon in Mr* Stanley 1 s 
Office called me to his office today and stated that Mr. 
Archibald McNeil, Democratic National Committeeman for the 
State of Connecticut, telegraphed Mr. Stanley yesterday with 
regard to Special Agent^oddi that Mr. McNeil wanted to know 
if it wasn't possible for Agent Dodd to remain in Connecticut 
until sometime in November in view of the fact that Congressman 
Maloney would be a candidate for a Senate seat. 

Mr* McMahon stated that a reply to this telegram was 
overlooked, but that they telephonically communicated with 
Mr. McNeil and requested that Mr. Dodd appear here this 
morning; that he had been on annual leave since August 20th 
with the result he was supposed to report to the Saint Paul 
Office this morning. Mr. McMahon lead me to believe that it 
was Mr. Stanley's intention to communicate with you to see if 
Agent Dodd could not report back to the Saint Paul Office; and 
request that no disciplinary action be taken in his case in 
view of the fact that he overstayed his leave. Mr. McMahon 
called Mr. Dodd in during my presence and Mr. McMahon informed 
him that in view of all of the circumstances he would have to 
report to the Saint Paul Office. Mr. Dodd then inquired as to 
when the Attorney General would return to the city and was 
informed by Mr. McMahon on September 5th. 



I explained to Mr. Dodd in Mr. McMahon 1 s presence that 
a notation had been made by you of his desire to be transferred 
to one of the eastern offices and that his request in this 
regard would be given careful consideration whenever a vacancy 
occurred, pointing out there were no vacancies at the present 
time, after which he left the office. I understand now he left 
word with Mr. McMahon 1 s Secretary that he would like to again 
confer with Mr. McMahon after I had left. After lunch Mr. Dodd 
appeared at your office and left with me his resignation, together 
with his badge } commission card, and book of transportation 
requests. He stated he had enjoyed working f p^.the_Division and 
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felt it was one of the most efficient Government organizations 
in the service and advised me confidentially that the people in 
Connecticut were, urging him to run for Congress and that he 
felt he had better than an even chance of winning. I assured 
him in your behalf that we wished him success* 

He advised me that he would communicate with Mr. Ladd 
and endeavor to make arrangements to have his personal effects 
shipped to Connecticut and inform Mr. Ladd as to where his 
personal property could be located. He returned to me his badge 
#162 together with his Identification Card #346 and a book of 
Government Transportation Requests s book #B 48701, containing 
request numbers J 4-37001 to J 487010. 

I am attaching hereto a memorandum addressed to the 
Chief Clerk transmitting this property, together with Mr. 
Dodd's resignation, suggesting that the same be accepted.

The character and fitness 
examination discloses Mr. Dodd made a poor record in high school* 
that he was reported by an official of the school as a loafer who 
s did not study and who went around with a group of boys who were 
inclined that way. He was reported to have been quite active in 
the Tale Democratic Club while attending Tale: Law School. Other 
references and persons contacted stated Mr. Dodd is a politician. 




Agents* 



At the conclusion of the training course for new Special 

H. Clegg reported this Agent presented fair personal 




qualifications but made a grade of only 75 on the examination of 
the Manual of Instructions. However, Mr* Clegg believed that this 
was caused in part by the fact that Dodd's father had been quite ill 
for several weeks. Mr. Clegg further stated that Dodd was not 
outstandingly alert or quick mentally, and seemed to be of a 
plodding type whom he thought would develop into an Agent of averag\e 
ability. Agent was graded as poor in the Bankruptcy report test, 
fair in paper work, and fair as to investigative knack. 

On December 7 s 1933, Special Agent in Charge Ladd submitted 
a thirty-day report on this Agent who was sent to the St. Louis 
Office as his first office of assignment. Mr. Ladd reported Dodd 
'somewhat slow in his work and seemingly to have some difficulty 
in setting forth the results of his investigations in logical 
sequence. However, he handled certain cases in an entirely satis- 
factory manner, and Mr. Ladd believed him a good Agent who did not 
possess latent executive ability. j / 

On December 19, 1933, Mr. Quinn by memorandum stateU that 
Senator Lonergan telephonically called the Bureau and stated he hac 
recently received a letter from this Agent advising the Senator 
that it was his understanding there was a vacancy in the Boston 
office and of Dodd's desire to be transferred there if possible 
in order to be near his home* 

On January 4, 1934, Mr. William Stanley of the Department 
by memorandum for the Director stated that the Attorney General 
had been requested to have Dodd transferred from the St. Louis 
Office to the Boston office and that the Attorney General would 
like to accommodate these people if it could be done consistently 
with the best interests of the Service. This request of the 
Attorney General's was made pursuant to a letter received by him 
from Congressman Francis T. Maloney dated December 20, J9S3# 

Mr. Stanley by memorandum was informed that there were then 
no vacancies in the Boston office* 

On January 4, 1934, this Agent reported to the St. Paul 
Office for assignment and on March 12, 1934, Special Ageni in /t Charge 
Eanni submitted a thirty-day report stating that Dodd's investigative 
work had been satisfactory, that he had been criticized for minor 
matters, but as investigator, the results obtained by him had been 
satisfactory and Mr. Hanni believed he would develop into a good 
investigator with additional experience. Mr. Hanni further stated 
that this Agent had proved himself a willing worker and was available 
for duty at all times. 
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On March 31, 1934, Special Agent in Charge Hanni reported 
this Agent has a good understanding of the requirements in carrying 
out investigations, dictates properly, submits well prepared reports, 
is level-headed, is not of the type that would fill administrative 
duties at present but Agent would undoubtedly develop considerably* 

On May 29, ., 1934, Mr. H. H. Clegg, while in St. Paul, by 
memorandum to: this Agent called Agent's attention to the fact that 
the previous night efforts were made frequently up to midnight to 
locate him on an important matter and that no information was 
available as to his whereabouts. He was instructed to explain* 

On June 8, 1934, Mr. Clegg by letter to the Bureau stated 
that this Agent tdlked to him concerning his status in the Bureau 
and advised that it had bothered him somewhat that he had requested 
the assistance of ; Senator Lonerg&n as well as Congressman Maloney 
botfy of whom were close friends' of the Attorney General to secure 
his position; that he had previously talked with the Attorney 
General about a year ago and the Attorney General informed him j 
personally that it would be a splendid experience for Dodd to become 
a Special Agent for about a year, that he had recently been offered 
a position with the Associated Press and also one with a law firm 
in New York City.* He stated further that there had been some talk 
among Agents that assignment to St. Paul meant an Agent was near 
the "jumping off n place, and while he found considerable pleasure 
in his work with the Bureau, he did not want to be in an organiza- 
tion if he would have to be content to receive the entrance salary, 
for the rest of his life. Mr. Clegg pointed out to Agent that he had 
done two particularly meritorious pieces. of work in two cases and 
had been performing good investigative work since Mr. Clegg f s 
arrival at Saint Paul. Mr. Clegg recommended to the Bureau, that 
in view of the valuable service this employee had rendered that, if 
occasion arises whereby an opportunity for demonstration of any 
latent administrative ability could be afforded him that same be 
done. 



On June 18, 1934, the Attorney General received a letter from 
Bronson, Rice and\Lyman, Attorneys at New Haven, Connecticut, concern\ 
ing a $27.05 board bill which Dodd. contracted while in law school j 
and which was at that time unpaid. j 

This employee was promoted from $2900 per annum to $3200 per 
annum on July 1, 1934. On July 9, 1934, Mr. Clegg submitted a 
memorandum to the Director concerning this Agent in which he stated] 
he considered Dodd an excellent Agent who is resourceful, persistent, 
tactful, and diplomatic. Mr. Clegg further stated he believed this 
Agent had administrative ability. 



On July 17, 1934, Mr. Brien McMahon telephoned the Director 
to inquire about the work of this Agent at which time the Director 
informed Mr. McMahon of Dodd's progress. Mr. McMahon advised that 
he understood that Dodd would like to come into the Department and 
that he had received a letter that morning from Mr. McNeil in this 
regard. Mr. McMahon stated after further discussion that he would 
advise Mr. McNeil very discreetly that Mr. Dodd was better off where 
he is for awhile. 



On July 12, 1934, the Agent in Charge of the St. Paul Office 
was informed this- Agent was believed, qualified for work of a 
dangerous character. 

On July 16, 1934, Congressman Maloney wrote a letter to the. 
Attorney General in which he stated that some of Dodd r s relatives 
requested the Congressman to try to help him to get an eastern 
appointment j that Dodd*s father was not well* 

On July 30, 1934, Dodd by letter advised the Bureau that 
his father 9 s condition had taken a serious turn for the worse, and 
for this reason he was anxious to be as near him as possible, and 
accordingly would appreciate a transfer to the New York Office, 
at least temporarily * 



On Augusts, 1934, former Special Agent in Charge Fay 
advised the Bureau by telegram that the father of this Agent 
appeared physically well, that Agent Kage observed him supervising 
a large gang of men on a street excavation job and also was observe 
pitching ten to fifteen pound asphaltum blocks into excavation* 

On August 10, 1934, Special Agent in Charge Ladd reported 
that the previous day, this Agent informed him of his request to 
the Bureau some ten,, days ago concerning a temporary transfer to 
the New York Office, that he had not heard from the Bureau in the 
matter, and suggested that possibly there had been a delay in 
responding to his letter due to a possible investigation concern- 
ing his father f s health in his home town; that his, father was 
actively engaged in supervising the FERA work there and Agent Dodd 
was afraid this work was too much for his father who was already 
suffering from heart trouble* 

On August 10, 1934, Mr* Tamm by memorandum reported a 
telephone conversation with Mr. Ladd in which Mr. Tamm stated he 
informed Mr. Ladd he believed Dodd was trying to get back East so 
he could make a connection of some kind, and Mr. Ladd stated this 



might be the case in view of the fact that he recently successfully* 
passed the Bar in South Dakota* On August IS, 1934, Senator j 
Maloney by letter to the Attorney General wrote, that because Dodd \ 
had phoned him from St. Paul, he took the liberty of telephoning 
the Director about Dodd f s transfer. On August 18, 1934, a memoran- 
dum for Mr. Stanley was prepared in which the Department was advised 
of the report of the New York Office that Mr. Dodd f s father 
appeared to be physically well, having been observed supervising 
a large gang of men on a street job at West Haven, Connecticut, 
and that he had been handling 10 to 15 pound asphaltum blocks. 

On August 14, 1934, Mr. Tamm by memorandum reported the 
results of Congressman Maloney '$ telephone call from Mefiden, 
Connecticut, concerning Dodd f s desire to be transferred in which 
the Congressman stated that it was imperative for family reasons that 
Dodd get a transfer and if he did not get such transfer, he would 
have to quit. On August 15, 1934, Congressman Maloney by letter 
to Mr. Tamm wrote a reminder of his previous conversation concern- 
ing this Agent stating the Congressman was very much interested in 
Dodd. The Congressman was advised' on August 18, 1934, that it would 
not be possible to effect this transfer as there were no vacancies 
in the New York Off ice at that time. A copy of the letter to the 
Congressman was sent by the Bureau to Agent Dodd. The Bureau 9 s 
letter to Congressman Maloney was forwarded to the Attorney General 
by the Congressman on August 21, 1934. 

On August 39, 1934, Mr.. Quinn by memorandum stated he had 
learned from former Special Agent Gross that annual leave ^had been 
granted Agent Dodd for the purpose of going to Connecticut to visit 
his . allegedly sick father. However, Dodd f s sister had been visiting 
him at St. Paul and apparently the illness of her father was not 
such as to cause, her any alarm. 

On August 30, 1934, a telegram was received from Congressman 
John W. McCormack, expressing his interest in Dodd r s transfer east 
if possible. 

Dodd 9 s resignation dated August 31, 1934, was received in 
the Bureau, Dodd giving by way of explanation the condition of his 
father 9 s health, together with other desires which prompted him to 
take this step. He stated that two doctors had been attending his\ 
father. 

Mr. Quinn on August 31, 1934, reported a telephone conversa- 
tion with Mr. Tolson in which Mr. Tolson was advised that Mr.' Dodd 
was returning to Connecticut where he. could run for Congress. . 



On August 31, 1934, Mr. Quinn reported that Mr. McMahon 
called him to his office and stated that the Democratic National 
Committeeman for . the state of Connecticut telegraphically com- 
municated with Mr. Stanley concerning this Agent, wanting to known; 
if Bodd could remain in Connecticut until sometime in November, 
as Congressman Maloney would then be a candidate for a Senate 
seat* Mr. McMahon called Mr. Bodd in during Mr. Quinn 1 s presence 
and informed Bodd that in view of all the circumstances he would 
have to report to the St. Paul office. After lunch, Bodd appeared 
at the Director * s office and left with Mr. Quinn his resignation, 
expressing his appreciation for having worked for this Bureau 
and advising Mr. Quinn confidentially that the people in Connecticut 
were urging him to run for Congress* 

On September 1, 1934, Mr. Ladd by letter reported this 
Agent had not yet returned to his headquarters from a leave of 
absence which expired at 5 p. m. , August 30, 1934, nor had he sent 
any communication to the St. Paul Office. 

On September 1, 1934, he wrote the Birector concerning his 
resignation and further stated he had been asked to address the 
local rotary club concerning this Bureau. He was furhished with 
information on September 10, 1934, from which to select information 
which would permit him to address the rotary club. . . j 

On December 6, 1934, a written request was received from 1 
the Federal Emergency Administrator of Public Works concerning the j 
record of this employee, an applicant for appointment to a position 
with that organization. On Becember 10, 1934, a reply was furnisheo 
that he voluntarily resigned as of August 30, 1934. 

On February 20, 1935, Mr. Nathan by memorandum reported tha4 { 
while in St. Paul during January, 1935, he was informed by former \ 
Agent 0. G. Hall that the individual responsible for the story 
emanating after the Little Bohemia episode to the effect that the j 
Agents engaged in that altercation mutinied and took their superior^ 
officers into custody, was former Special Agent Bodd. Bodd is said 
by Hall to have imparted this information to Mr. Cullen, while druiih 
Hall understood that both were drunk and indicated that this 
information had come from Assistant Attorney General Keenan. 

On May 21, 1935, Mr. Quinn by memorandum stated that Miss 
Thomas in Mr. Stanley r s office telephoned and stated that Bodd 
was in her office and wanted a letter of recommendation signed by 
Mr. Stanley j that Bodd was then employed in the Bivision of 
Investigations of the Department of the Interior and stated he felt 



he was entitled to such a letter as he was making application 
for an appointment to the Naval Reserve. Dodd contacted Mr. 
Quinn and Mr* Quinn reported that Dodd* s attitude did not seem 
to be of the best on that occasion and that Dodd informed Mr.. 
Quinn that the Bureau's policy concerning letters of recommendation 
might work against the best interest .of former employees. 

On May 24, 1935, Mr. McMahon telephoned Mr. Tolson stating 
that Mr. Stanley was giving a letter to Dodd indicating his date 
of appointment and his date of resignation for use in connection 
with his application for appointment in the Naval Reserve. The 
Director, wrote on Mr. Tolson 9 s memorandum that this is a very j 
bad precedent particularly when Dodd has such a nasty attitude. 

On July 30, 1935, former Agent E. M. Black called on Mr. j 
Tolson and stated that Dodd was, then Assistant to former Special 
Agent Bailey who } handles personnel investigations for the j 
Division of Investigations.* 

On November 13, 1936, Dodd by letter requested the Director* 
to speak at the Woolsey Hell, Yale University, during December, 
1936, at a meeting of the Connecticut Merit System Asisociation. 

On October 25, 1937, Mr. Glavin by memorandum stated that \ 
this Agent is listed as a member of the Society of Former Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, Inc., in a member- 
ship list dated October 1, 1937. 

On October 29, 1938, Special Agent in Charge Norris by 
letter to 'the Director, reported that Agent J. C. Brennan, a 
few days ago received a letter from Dodd with which was transmitted 
a newspaper clipping telling of Dodd 9 s appointment to the position 
of Assistant Attorney General, and that Dodd expected iorbe in St* 
Louis in the near future at which time he hoped to see Agent Brennan 
and former Agent George Gross. Mr. Norris saw Mr. Gross in a 
restaurant October 29, 1938, at which time he made the following 
statement concerning the aforementioned newspaper clipping; 

rf Bo you know what this means? You know Dodd has no 
love- for Hoover. He is a political power and will 
cause trouble for Hoover. Tou know he has no love 
for Hoover and Dodd having power will be able to 
convince Farley and cause plenty of trouble.**

Gross seemed to gloat ovey^Dodd's appointment and the 
possibility that he could cause trouble* 

He also mentioned that while at Saint Paul, JDodd called 
some political ally in Massachusetts and said "J want ten days 9 
annual leave, and you had better get it for Gross reported 

further that JDodd was granted this leave, that he knew at the time \ 
that he was going, to resign, that he called upon the Director for j 
a recommendation which was refused and then called upon the Attorney 
General obtaining his letter of recommendation and bringing a copy I 
back to the Director and throwing it on his desk* 

On February 4, 1939, there appeared an article in the New 
York Sun under the headline 91 U. S. Directs Judge Thomas to Leave 
Liner and Face Jury . u A paragraph from this article states: 
u Assistant Attorney General Thomas J. Dodd has been working with 
Mr. Noonan in the inquiry into the affairs of Mr. Manton. He had 
communicated by telephone with an official of the Criminal Division 
of the Department of Justice in Washington Just before he was 
informed Judge Thomas was sailing on the Santa Barbara on a trip 
that would take him outside the jurisdiction of the Federal courts. 
He would not disclose what the exact nature of the investigation 
is but it was understood that the G-Men have been assisting. n 

In another article appearing in the New York World Telegram 
of February 4, 1939, Thomas J. Dodd is referred to as Special 
Assistant to the Attorney General who has been working with Gregory 
Noonan, both of whom have been particularly instrumental in bringing 
out the details on the Manton investigation. 

On February 7, 1939, Dwight Brqntley was informed by Gregory 
F. Noonan that S. Burton Heath, New York World Telegram reporter 
who had conducted 1 some inquiry which Resulted in the expose by the 
World Telegram of Judge Manton, was coming to the United States 
Attorney f s Off ice , at the request of Mr. Noonan and that he desired 
that Mr. Brantley be present during the interview. Brantley was 
present when Mr. Heath came in as were Mr. Noonan and Special 
Assistant to the Attorney General Thomas J. Dodd, Jr. 

With reference to Dodd's having furnished to or received 
information from New Yqrk newspaper reporters, the Edwin Stark 
Thomas file discloses that the New York Office received information 
from its confidential informant that Cecil Games, reporter for th< 
World Telegram, sent a message to his, Games 9 , office. This message 
indicated that Games had received information that Judge Thomas' k * 
affairs were being investigated by the Attorney General. In this 
statement, Games mentioned that the source of his information was] 
Special Assistant to the Attorney General Thomas J. Dodd. 



On February 9, 1939, the same _f He indicates that Todd 
informed the Mew York Office of Mr. Carnes 9 ownership of stock 
in the Alamac Corporation and that on February 10, 1939, Mr. 
S. Burton Heath informed an Agent of the New York Office 
concerning Mr. Noonan f s stock ownership, and Mr. Heath declined j 
to disclose the source of his information. It is further noted 
that the New York Office received information from its confidential 
informant that reporter Heatfc sent a memorandum to Games attached j 
to other papers which read in substance: "Turn these over to J 
Mr. Dodd with our compliments so he knows what the G~ken have. n 



Information was furnished by Bernard J. Lee, Vice President 
of the Jenkins Brothers, Bridgeport, Connecticut, to the effect 
that he had information indicating the method used by politicians 
in their entry into the McKesson and Bobbins matter. Mr. Lee 
alleged that Thomas J. Dodd, who was at one time Chairman of 
the National Youth Administration in Connecticut, had been appointed 
Special Assistant to the Attorney General. He stated that when 
George Dietreich was apprehended Dodd was placed with him and 
remained with him wherever he was confined until he was brought 
to New York City. Due to the political connections of Dodd who 
sought the political nomination for Lieutenant-Governor in 
Connecticut during 1938, Dodd was given, according to Lee, the 
assignment to stay with Dietreich and related that later Brien 
McMahon felt that he was probably going to lose his own position 
then caused Dodd to be transferred from New York to Washington 
in order that he could hold his position and be able to keep an 
inside track on what was going on even though McMahon lost out.

Thomas J. Dodd Jr. is a Con 
necticut mail in addition to being 
the special assistant to the at 
tofoiey general who was sent here 
in April to clean up a spy ring. 
What keeps him in shape for the 
task is raising vegetables back of, 
his house on the village common 
in the town with the Biblical 
name of Lebanon,

What better escape from the 
stench of Nazi intrigue could a 
man ask at the end of the day 
than driving down into New Lon- 
don County and working in the 
sweet-smelling earth that had 
been wrested from tyranny a long 
time ago?

At 35 Mr. Dodd is a young man 
for his. responsibilities. He is un- 
deniably handsome,, mild-man-

case, taut It. was not until May 
when a grand jury began inves- 
tigating evidence following the 
raid on the Vonsiatsky estate in 
Putnam that anyone seemed to 
know he was in Connecticut.

As both an FBI agent and spe- 
cial assistant to the attorney gen- 
eral, which he was named in 1938,, 
he has had wide federal experi- 
ence which took him around the 
nation, Dodd has had a hand in 
at least 250 prosecutions.

Memorandum for Mr^fcendon 3/5/47 

On December 4, 1933, Dodd requested a transfer to Boston 
and -the same month wrote to Senator Lonergan stating he understood 
a vacancy had occurred in the Boston office' and asked the Senator 
to intercede in his behalf. 

From that time on until his resignation on August 30, 1934, 
Dodd brought considerable political pressure to bear from various 
Congressmen and government officials in an effort to be transferred 
to Boston or New York City. J 



He continually used the illness of his father as an excuse 
for such a transfer. The Director became suspicious, an investiga^ 
tion was conducted, and it was found his father was a day laborer 
who supervised a large gang of men} that he was an excellent physical 
specimen ,^ heavily tanned from his outdoor activiticsm j

This not only showed up Dodd as a colossal liar but to | 
add further to his unreliable character he asked for leave on ■ j 
August SO, 1934, from the St. Paul office where he had been assigned 
as^ of January 4, 1934.

On August 31, 1934, he appeared in Washington and con- 
tacted Mr. Breton McMahon, Assistant Attorney General, who had been 
previously contacted by Archibald McNeil, Democratic National Committee 
man for the State of Connecticut, in the hope that with this dual 
pressure upon the Bureau he could .remain in Connecticut instead of 
having to report back to St. Paul. 

This occurred on August 31, the day he was to have reported 
back to the St. Paul office. 

After McMahon had contacted T. B. Quinn of the Bureau and 
ascertained that Dodd would have to report back to St. Paul, then 
Dodd turned in his resignation to Mr. Quinn here in Washington and 
had the nerve to say in his letter of resignation, n I feel that you 
would like to know that while my father is no t t in imminent danger, 
he is so seriously affected as to necessitate my nearness to him. n \ 

Another insight- into his character is that in his letter 
of resignation he stated, r, I feel that I cannot leave the service

His continued effort to impress the Bureau with his 
fidelity, which is shown in various statements he has made through 
the years j can also be compared with a statement made by former 
Agent George Gross to SAC Norris on October 29, 1938, at which time 
Norris informed Gross that a newspaper article reflected Bodd's 
appointment to the position of Assistant Attorney General. Gross 
then stated: 

"Do you know what this means? You know Dodd has no 
love for Hoover. He is a political power and will 
cause trouble for Hoover. You know he has- no love 
for Hoover and he hates Tolson worse, and now he. is 
in a position to do something about it. You know 
Farley does not have any love for Hoover and Dodd, 
having power, will be able to convince Farley and 
cause plenty of trouble. " 

Gross further stated to Norris on the above occasion 
that while at >St. Paul Dodd called some political ally in Massa- 
chusetts and said, "I want 10' days annual leave, and you had better 
get it for me. n Gross also stated that Dodd was granted this leave; 
that he knew at the time he was going to resign; that he called 
upon the Director for a recommendation , which was refused, and then 
he called upon the Attorney General, obtained his letter of recom- 
mendation and brought a copy back to the Director and threw it on 
his desk. 

This last statement on the part of Gross probably stemmed 
from the fact that on May 21, 1935, Dodd called at the office of 
Mr. Stanley in the .Department and requested a letter of recommenda~ 
tion signed by Mr. Stanley. He was informed by Mr. Stanley 9 s 
secretary that such letters of character were not furnished by Mr. 
Stanley ordinarily and she suggested that Dodd confer with Mr. T* DJ 
Quinn of the Bureau. 

Mr. Quinn interviewed Dodd and explained to him that \ 
neither the Department nor the Bureau had made it a practice to j| 
furnish such letters. He stated that Dodd f s attitude was bad on thi^s 
occasion and said in his opinion a rule of this character might work 
against the best interests of former employees. 

He apparently proceeded back to Mr. Stanley f s office, as 
on May 24, 1935, Br&An McMahon telephoned Mr. Tolson, stating that 
Mr. Stanley had given a letter of recommendation to Thomas Dodd. 
Mr. Hoover stated at this time: "A very bad precedent, particularly 
when Dodd has such a nasty attitude. 99 j 

Apparently after Dodd left the Bureau he obtained em- j 
ployment for a while in the Division of Investigations of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior and subsequently entered the Department of Jus4ic^ 
as a Special Assistant to the Attorney General* 



Memorandum for Mr.^Hendon ■ 3/5/47 

On October 1, 1937, Dodd's name was listed as a member 
of the Society of Former Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, Incorporated. 

On February 3, 1939, the Director personally dictated a 
memorandum for the Attorney General relative to the Manton Case 
in which he stated that U. S. Attorney John J. Dowling was inclined 
to the spectacular, and was viewed generally as extremely ^publicity 
minded; tf that in the past he had staged rather spectacular activities 
accompanied with premature publicity and news stories and that he 
was being ably assisted by Thomas J. Dodd, Special Assistant to the 
Attorney General. 

The Director then proceeded to advise the Attorney General 
of the spotty record of Dodd as an Agent in the FBI and his 
political connections and pressure, and then said, n I declined to 
yield to this pressure, with the result that Dodd then resigned. n 

(The Director further stated, "In October, 1938, I learned 
that Mr. Dodd had been appointed as Special Assistant in the Criminal 
Division and that he is the same individual who is now assigned 
from Washington to assist Acting U. S. Attorney Naanan in the Manton 
matter. He has also been working upon phases of the McKes son-Bobbins 
•matter. In view of his intimate association with Connecticut 
Democratic politics and the fact that he was originally appointed 
to the Department at the insistence of Mr* Archibald McNeil, I 
Ithought I should bring this matter to your attention. " 

On March 15, 1940, in the case entitled "Lee Edward Barton, 
etal, Federal Communications Act," SAC Hottel stated in a memo that] 
Dodd's refusal to come to the Washington Field Office for an inter- 
view is "indicative to me that Dodd was withholding information as 
the whereabouts of, or information in his possession concerning £ee\ 
Edward Barton." Dodd was , Special Assistant to the Attorney Generall 
at that time and became very angry when Agent Wills called and asked 
him to drop by the field office in connection with this case. 



Mr. Br40n McMahon expressed quite an interest in Thomas 
Dodd at the time he workedv for the FBI and he advised the Director 
on one occasion that Dodd had been very active in politics; that he 
had met him at a state convention and remembered that he was a 
very well appearing man. At the time this conversation took place 
he. was apparently trying to feel Mr. Hoover out to see how the 
Director felt about Dodd leaving the Bureau to come into the De- 
partment as an attorney. 

His activities in the last few years have borne out his 
strong political connections in Connecticut. An article in the 
July 7, 1945, issue of the Hartford Courant reflected that Dodd 
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Memorandum for Mr. ffendon 3/5%4? 

had been chosen for duty abroad as a prosecutor of the United 
Nations War Crimes Commission. It stated that the appointment 
was made by Attorney General Tom C. Clark in behalf of the Com- 
mission. 

A news item appearing in the publication "Overseas Mews 
Agency" referred to Dodd as follows: "Under the new setup , the 
Executive Council^ or right-hand man to Chief Prosecutor Robert H.

HON THOMAS J. DODD 3 

OP CONNECTICUT 
IN THE HOUSE OP REPRESENTATIVES 

Tuesday, April n, 195$ 

Mr. DODD. Mr, Speaker, in these 
turbulent and troublesome times, it is to 
be expected that the people of America 
do not react to every miscarriage of jus- 
tice and every instance of inhumanity 
and criminal conduct. 

A pattern of barbarism seems to be 
engulfing a large part of the world. We 
have been conditioned for crime. 

Yet at this time there is taking place 
in Indonesia an offense against basic hu- 
man justice which should not escape the 
attention of the American people. In 
the city of Jakarta in Indonesia , a young 
man is on trial for his life simply because 
totalitarian fury must make propaganda 
and find scapegoats. 

Crimes involving brutality, terrible 
.torture, and unspeakable evil have be- 
come more or less commonplace over a 
period of more than a decade. . - 

As a consequence, the reflexes of con- 
science have been dulled, but the crime 
against Leon N. Jungschlaeger seems to 
me to be one of the worst that has been 
perpetrated, for it is a crime against the 
intellect involving perversions of the . 
fundamentals of justice- \ 
With reference to this tragedy pres- ; 
ently going on in Indonesia , I want- to 
call to the attention of the House a mov- : 
; editorial from the Hartford Courant 
1 April 5, and I hope that every Member 
I this body will read it and reflect on. 

message which it carries : 
' The United States Should Speak for 
Justice 

Probably no more than a handful of people ' 
in the United States ever heard of Leon N. 
Jungschlaeger. If told that he is a man 
undergoing trial for his life in Jakarta, Indo- 
nesia— more, tii an 8,000 miles away by air — 
Americans would relax and say: "What has, 
that to do with me?" If told that he Is the 
father of a United States Army private they 
might express more concern. If told that he 
is the storm center of an agitation in the ■ 
Netherlands that Is hurting the United 
' States, they might get the idea. 

There is cause for alarm. The so-called : 
" Jungschlaeger case has aroused Holland more 
than any issue in recent years, Indonesia, 
as a new nation, has been asserting its rights 
in arresting and trying a Dutch citizen — in 
a trial that many European observers think 
Is a travesty of justice* In doing so, Indo- 
nesia has been guilty of careless indifference 
to human rights. Dutch observers contend 
the trial has been run like a totalitarian 
couTtrobm scone in a Communist country. 
Yet, the United States has dodged the Issue. 

It is, in part, a problem of colonialism and 
the new revolutionary nationalism. Indo- 
nesia, made up of about 3,000 separate Islands 
In the Malaysian area, was born in a revo- 

- lutlonary struggle after the defeat of the^ 
Japanese in World War II. .It has t rem en- . 
do us problems In establishing and maintain- . 
Ing law and order throughout Its area, prob- 
lems with Communist infiltration, with 

- headhunters, with people who have never 
known law. Its fierce pride leads it to chas- 
tise and make scapegoats of its former mas- . 
ters at every possibility, Indonesian leaders 



hide their own inadequacies by blaming 
them on the colonial powers. 

As a result of the revolution, the Indo- 
nesians lost most of their trained tech* 
nlcians, administrators, and professional 
personnel. Some Dutch nationals stayed on. 
One was Jungschlaeger, 50 -year -old manager 
of the nautical, division of the Royal Nether- 
lands Packet Steamship Co. It is charged 
that he has aided various rebellious organi- 
zations in plots against the Indonesian 
Government. On these charges, he has been 
held in jail almost 27 months. Evidence in- 
troduced against him has not been brought 
to appear. The trial has been made a focus 
of ill feeling against the former colonial 
power/ Yet few of the Western nations, in 
particular, the United States, have protested. 
Convinced that the United States does not 
regard this as a case of human rights at 
stake, public opinion in Holland erupted, V 
An tl- Americanism has been virulent. 

This would have been avoided had we 
taken a determined stand that Jungschlaeger 
Is entitled to a fair trial. Indonesia has its 
troubles — it has had more than 6 govern- 
ments in 7 years— but it has no more right 
tban anyone else to Impose a wrong. Indo- 
nesia 3hould be warned in clear and unmis- 
takable language that because the death 
sentence demanded against Jungschlaeger 
seems unwarranted, the world expects a civil- 
ized and fair administration of justice from 
any .people that aspires to recognition as an 
equal among nations.

SMALL BUSINESS AND THE CORPO- 
RATE TAX BURDEN 

(Mr t SEEL Y-brq WN asked and was 
given permission to address the House 
for 1 minute and to revise and extend his 
remarks.) 

Mr. SZJELY-BROWN. Mr. Speaker, 
the need for tax relief by the small 
business concerns of this country admit- 
tedly is not a new subject. For years we 
have recognized the need of these en- 
terprises for additional funds with which 
to "expand operations, to modernize 
plant and equipment, to develop new 
products and markets and for other legi- 
timate business purposes, The Congress 
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has long supported the thea 
. eral agency was necessary 
for intermediate and long- 
small business which could not be sup- 
plied by private financial institutions. 
The yolume-of small business loans made 
by the RFC and the SBA has been 
clearly indicative of the need by small 
firms for this additional financing. 

Despite the recognized need for such 
credit, Mr. Speaker, it does not get at the 
root of the. financial problems of small 
business. The demand of small business 
concerns for longer-term credit is almost 
entirely the result of an oppressive tax 
burden. We must give these firms the 
lawful right to retain a greater portion of 
their earnings. If this is done, there will 
be a tremendous strengthening of com- 
petitive position of small business. This 
course of action will enable small busi- 
ness to make a greater contribution to 
the defense effort and will place our 
peacetime economy on a more firm 
foundation. 

Tax benefits did accrue to small firms 
during the 83d Congress when we had an 
extensive revision of the Internal 
Revenue Code. Small firms have bene- 
fitted from changes in methods of com- 
puting depreciation, dividends received 
credit, partnership filings, handling of 
research and experimental expenditures, 
net operating loss deductions and other 
pr o visi one , Th e Small B usiness Commit - 
tee of the 83d Congress earnestly sup- 
ported all of these revisions. 

In its final report to the 83d Con- 
gress—House Report 2G83 — however, the 
Small Business Committee stated that 
current tax rates had acted as a major 
deterrent to an improved competitive 
status for small -business enterprises, 
and I quote from a portion of that re- : 
port — pages 59-60: ^ 

This committee is of the opinion that cur* 
rent tax rates have acted as a n major deter- 
rent to an improved competitive status lor 
small -business enterprises.
